All the inhabitants of Western Asia, are of 
the same geneial characteristics, and no 
one pretends that the Ancient Hebrews nn- 
ported their servants from other climes, or 
that they had the descendants of distant na- 
tions among them. They lived 100 near 
the time of the deluge, the arts were too 
much in their infancy, the mesns of locomo- 
tion, of navigation, were too scanty, the tes- 
timony of history, is too plain to render such 
a supposition possible. Hebrews them- 
selves were reduced to the < oulition of ser- 
vitude for a limited time, and with their own 
consent they miuht become servanta forever. 
aW.fl: 1. DwSLlS: 17. The surround- 
ing nationa from whom they might alwayt 
purchase servants — Ijev. *25: 44, were most 
of them of theii own race, the descendants of 
St: em — "peak me essentially the same lan- 
guage as the Hebrews, belonging to the 
same family of natians. Such were the 
Assyrians, Elamites, Chaldees, Arabians. 
Syrians, dec. Gen. 10: 21—30. Most of 
Abraham s servants were Chaldees, Assyri- 
ans or Syrians, souls which he had gotten 
in Haran: and his head servant was Kliezer 
of Damascus, die celebrated capital of 
Syria ; that is, Abraham's servants were 
mostly and probably entirely the descen- 
dants of Shem, of the same race and nation 
with himself. 

In respect to the Canaanitish tribes, which 
were descendants of Ham, seven of these 
nations, very nearly the entire number, 
the Hebrews wcic commanded utterly to 
exterminate, and nol to lake them for ser- 
vants. Deut. 7: 1 — I) 20: 16. 17. Most 
of their servants, theiefore, must hsve been 
Shemites. Kven if this were not ihe case, 
our statement still holds good, that the He- 
brew seivitude. Arc. wss not a slavery of col- 
or or cast ; for the descendants of Ham in 
Palestine liad essentially the same physical 
1 ha 1 si 1 eristics as the Shemites. That the 
Hamites were not mar ked out aa a degraded 
and enslaved race is evident from the scru- 

( minus and ceremonious politeness and court- 
iness with which Alraham treated the 
children of Hetts, the Hittites, as related 
in Gen. 23 3— 10. Mind, also, one of 
David's most distinguished military men, 
was a Hittite. But the Hittites or Hetlites 
wete descendants of Hani. Gen. 10: 15. 
Now the most hopeless, and oppressive lea 
lure of modern slavery, so far as die slaves are 
concerned, is the indelible stigma of a slave 
color or cast. It descends from parent to 
child through all generations; there is no pos 
sibilit) of concealing or avoiding it. Even 
legal emancipation fails to restore the slave 
fully to the dignity of manhood ; and his 
hildren and his children's childien are 
doomed to a like fate. But where the stig- 
ma of a alave color or cast does not exist, 
legal emancipation at once and forever re- 
moves the evil of slavery — the slave can 
hope for himself, tliat He may one day 
become a man and a citizen in the high- 
est sense, and that his children, and his chil- 
dren's children may be entirely released 
from all trace of the curse. Accordingly, 
where slavery exists without the distinction 
of color or cast, slates and the descendants 
of slaves, often rise to the very highest dig- 
nines of the State, and the evils of the con- 
dition are confined mostly to the term of its 
legal existence. Read the history of the 
Turkish Empire, or of any oriental nation, 
and you will find this remark abundantly 
verified. Slavery al once loses half its

Mississippi, of Ortee* and tthtr* vs. Slaughter , 
published in Uie 1 5th vol. ot I'etert't ReparU, 
Dag«5u<. Mr. Jcstick M< Lets, iu bin opiuion 
iu thst case says: "If slaves ure considered in 
some of the States aa merchandise, that cannot 
divest them of the leading and controlling qusli- 
ty of persons by which they are deeiguated iu 
tbe Constitution. The ch iracter of properly is 
given to them hy the local Its'. This law is 
respected and all rights under- it are protected 
by the Federal auUiorilies; but Ihe Constitu- 
tion acts upon slaves as pcraoas and nol as

"The power over slavery belongs to Ihe Slate* 
respectively.

recognised ' No reasonable man will pretend 
that Slavery is a National lastiiution, or that 
the Government of the l uiled States has any- 
thing to do with it as sach. It nu*t be regard- 
ed, aa simply a State Institution, which can 
only be sanctioned and upheld by Stotr I .aw. 

If then, as we suppose, it is true that slavery 
is purely local in its character, aud can only be 
sanctioned and upheld by Stole authority — if

"The Southern democ- 
racy" it says "have little real sympathy and 
few peinu in common with Ihe NorUmrii de- 
mocracy." And iu response lo this, other pa- 
pers of Uie san.eilk exclaim heartily— "SUck lo 
that doctrine, and the South is safe." 

The Charleston (S. C.) News Ulks after this 
fashion: 

"The Southern Demoeracy have lilUe real 
sympaUiy, asd few pcinU iu common, with 
Northern Democracy. There may be motives 
of party sxpeuiency, bet none of perman'ut 
ceuneclion betweeu them. The Democrats of 
the North have frequently jleu.led themselves 
with anti-social tenets and the doiaga of ultra 
reformers, which Southern bomocraU hare nev- 
er aanetioited or upheld. The position of Ihe 
latter forbids this. Their scheme of Southern 
domestic policy, the whole I'rams-work of its 
social organization, places llisiu iu social oppo- 
sition to, however at tiii.es in political aaaociu- 
tion.with Northern DeiiiecrsU. Besides general 
causes of alienation, the whole tendeucy of 
Northern Democracy ia subversive of the foui- 
dationa on which repoae the stwurily of the 
South. The iuatitntion* which arc most cher- 
ished al the South ben. before the popular or 
Democratic impulses si the North. The ju> 
dirial tenure of office it more open to change 
than at the South. It ia there that the propu- 
gandiaU of infidelity have llieir theatres of dis- 
play and influence, and are recruited from the 
range of Northern Deinctracy. It ia there An- 
ti-Renters, Socialist*. Communists, and the 
sniire tribe of ultra reformers, in Church and 
State, congregate and find audiences, in the 
South, ull this is reversed. The Southern Demo- 
craU not only respect the righU of property, and 
tho institutions by v/hicli they are guarded, 
among themselves, but tin willing to follow the 
lessons of the Constitution, in respecting those 
righu among those with whom they are, under 
that CoaeUtution, politically associated. Thus, 
then, ia a broad ineffaceable line drawn, from cir- 
cunwtsaees, between the Democracy of the South 
ami the Democracy of tbe North."

Prussia obtained, in tact, the best 
ill l.tflCshe lost her a.. vantage. In 
Duchy of Warsaw was created, with a territory 
of I •>' square miles (lierman ) sud a popnla- 
tio . of ••V-'HM'UO Ukcn from the Prussian portion 
of Poland. In UM). by the trealy of Vienna, 
Western Csllicis, from lite Austrian share, waa 
BaVtaa. Thia gave this little Slate U,NH) aquare 
r.iil-s, and made its population 3,7^,000. 

This was Ihe coudilion of Kostcru Kuropo on 
the morrow of a atorm which bad lasted for a 
quarter of a century. 

In 1813, Napoleon lost ground. In February, of 
that year, Russia liau signed n treaty, at Kslisz, 
with Prussia, which guaranteed lite reconstruc- 
tion of the Prussian Monarchy, the realaratiaaof 
/.< r procinctt, *\ c. Austria joined the allied pow- 
ers, ami this alliance has been unshaken from the 
27th June 1413, to the commencement of the 
preseut year. On the 9lh September 1813, three 
distinct tr.'ati.. i were formed between Russia 
and A nutria, Russia snd Prussia, Prussia sad 
Austria, whim treaties all loonod to the distri- 
bution of Polish territory. 

Tho Congress of Vienna met. Russis then 
opened her policy. It alarmed the courts of 
Germany, France, aud England; but it was 
evident that nothing could mo to that Power, but 
forso, and that she was resolved upon tho entire 
dismcnibennsLt of Poland. Russia consequent- 
ly carried the day. But ths treaty of May 3, 
1615, established Uie independence of Cracow, 
and tho RaMl courts, Rossis, Prussia, and 
Auatria guaranteed it.
